Gossip About ‘the: English Poets. 


Speaking of the social habits of Tenny- 
son, which would draw upon him the ele- 
ant abuse of Edwin T 10mpson, if he 
fived i in Massachusetts, we may be pardoned 
for repeating an anecdote, now a quarter 
of a century old, which that best of story- 
- tellers, Theodore Parker, sometimes re- 
lated. Onh s tirst visic to Europe, in 1844, 
Parker took letcers to Carlyle, and when 
he called to deliver them, on a Sunday af- 
ternoeu, he tound, somewhat to his sur- 
price, the great writer, with his brother, 
Dr. Carlyle, (the translator.of Dante. and 
the suggester of MApy of the pictures of 
German life in ‘>sartor Resartus.’) sitting 
with a bottle of Jamaica, and a kettle of hot 
wa er, and the other apparatus for steam- 
a unch which) ,they were concocting 
dr inking.
